urſe likewiſe: For the publike welfare whereof I 
have been both active and paſſive tor ſeverall yeares 
together. | 
But for me who am but a private Subject, A Pre- 
teſtant,and no Law-maker, to give my hand in a Fa- 
Rious way,and without command from Authority, 
to will, thatthere ſhall be no Biſhops, and that they 
ſhal have no voice in the houſe of Peers,is again{t my 


. Conſcience,and that light of Reaſon and Underftan- 


ding which I have received: And I carenot comply 
with the Diſtempers of the people, and follow the 
ſtreame of a Mulrtitude to doe evill, on theſe grounds 
following. 

Firſt, Becauſe I have by the Example and Recom- 
mendation of the Parliament, ſolemnly taken the 
Proteſtation: Whereby I have ſeriouſly Proteſted,to 
Maintaine and Defendas far as lawfully 1 may, the 
true reformed Proteſtant religion, expreſſed in 
the Doctrine of the Church of England, againſt all 
Popery,and Popilh innovations, contrary to the ſaid 


Do&rine, Now in the thirty ſixth Article- of the

ſaid expreſſed Dorine, the Office of Biſhops is in- 
cluſively confirmed, LE 

Secondly, I am engaged thereby alſo, to maintaine 
and defend the Poweis, and Priviledges of Parlia- 
ments, which is chiefly ro be underſtood of the eſta- 
bliſhed Lawes concerning the ſame, Now feverall 
Adats of Parliament doe not only confirme, as afore- 
ſaid the Ofhce of a Biſhop, but by the powers and 
priviledges of thoſe As of Parliament,they are al- 
ſo to fit as Members of t!:e Lords Houſe. 

Thirdly,I 2m bound by the ſaid Proteſtation, to 
maiatain and defend rhe lawfull rights and liberties 
of the Su>j-. And it this extends to every ſubje& 
in particular, much more to Parliament Men ) Now 
they being ſubjets,and their Rights and Liberties be- 
ing Jawfull, am bound to maintaine them as farre as 
lawfully I may, in thoſe lawtull Rights and Liberties, 
Againe,the making and repealing of Lawes, tor the 

ood of the Common-wealth,is a ſpeciall and pecu- 
Far power, priviledge, and right, proper only to Par- 
liam<nts,thercfore not to be forced or contted by me 


being no Parliament man, For that maybe lawfull .- 


and warrantable in my Governours to do by reaſon, 
which is altogether unlawfull and unwarrantable in 
me to require by Will. This is rather to be a ryran- 
nicall Indge,then alegall Witneſle, to breake Lawes 
rather then preſerve them, and in ſtead of Retorma- 
tionto bring in Confuſion. 

Fourthly, I am likewiſe obliged to maintaine and 
defend the Kings Royall Perſon, Honour,and Eſtate, 
and to prelerve the Union and peace betweene his 
three Kingdomes ( much more amongſt our ſelves.) 
Now there 1s no better way thereunto, then to keep? 
his lawes : For both the honour and ſafety of the

King, the libertie and peace of the Kingdome, and 
wcltire of them both,are involved in them. 

Fifrly, Iam engaged Iſo to oppoſe, as far as law- 
fully I may, and by all good wayes and meanes'to 
bring to condigne puniſhment, all ſuch as ſhall either 
by force, ptadtice, Counſels, plots, or Conſpiracies, ' 
do any thing to the contrary of any thing in that pre- 
{ent Proteſtation contained.” How then dare I bee ſo 
farre ſrom brin2ing to condigne puniſhment the of- 
fenders, that I ſhall wilfully conſent to the breach 
of it;and procure others thereunto,by praRtice,plots, 
conſpiracies or the like 2 

Sixthly, I am neither for hope, feare, favour, or 0- 
ther reſpe&t whatſoever, to relinquiſh-this promiſe, 
vow,and Protcſtation, much lelle to breake it for the 
ſzme ends,and to make others to doe the like ; This 
b<traying others thereunto, and making them guilty 
of the breach of ſo ſolemne a Vow, is an offence of 
an high n:ture both to God and-our Governours., 

Finally,I am not bound inany Article thereof, far- 
ther then I may lawfully performe it, The Law being 


. theharmonious ſcope, bounds,and limits of my Pro- 


teſtation, And therefore .1 may not inliwfully doe 
any thing tÞ..t may t:nd ro the breach or contraci- 
ion of any Article thereof. 

Moreover, the manner of the proceeding doth nor 
ſatisfie me, . | 

Firſt, Becauſe it is not done in that right way it 
ought to be, For that which is to go under the name 
of a County or Towne, ought to be firſt aſſented un-. 
to by the Sherife, Juſtice of peace, or other Magt- 
ſtrares reſpeRively;and then the matter may be pub- 
likely propounded,and condifcended unto or contra- 
died,that men may bee encouraged or dilwaded, 
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by good reaſons pro and 'cor. | 

And this is thit lawfull and uſuall way for Electi- 
on of Knights & Burgeſſes for the Parliamenr,and of 
other Officers and Matters concerning the publike ; 
Wherfore Clindeſtine and ſurreptitious ations, go- 
ing about from houſe to houſe by night, and without 
the conſent and commilion of authority, to engage 
people to the breach of their Proteſtation, and to 
make itas ana&t ofa County or a Towne, and in a 
manner to force men thereunto, are but unlawfull 
workes of darkneſſe, and will not endure to light. 

Secondly, It is juſtly to be feared that theſe wayes 
are ſiniſter in the Ulndertakers, being very probable 
that ſome of them doe it out of ill will, hatred and 
malice, as well to the- Government as the Gover- 
nours, or for favour and affetion to ſome whom 
they wy oſe it pleaſeth, or for gaine and profit, or 
feare of diſpleaſure of Land-lords and Cuſtomers,or 
for vain-glory, that it may be ſaid, This is the Babel 
which they have wrought with their owne hands, 
And ſome few of theſe ſhall engage and prejudice 
others(and not without cauſe as itis to be feared) by 
falſe informations & reaſons to make men ſubſcribe. 

Thirdly, The like finiſter proceedings are to" bee 
ſuppoſed in the ſubſcriber. 

Theſe kinds of wayes by Tumults and Multitudes 
without legall allegations and probations, to com- 
paſſe that by will, which you cannotobtaine by rea- 
ſon, is of a very dangerous conſequence, and threa- 
tens the ſubverſion of all Law, Government, and - 
Governours: for which of them, bee they never ſo 
good, ſhall be ſecure, ifrhe Multitude of diſtempe- 
red people pleaſe to will the contrary 


Theſe cauſe much diſtrations, Hinder the pro- 
= ceeding

cceding of che Stare, and the reliefe of the opprefled, 
break our bleſſed Unitie, and bring the ators-within 
the compaſſe of a puniſhment from the law of God 
and Man, for not walking according to the exprefled 
Statutes contained therein. et 

Furthermore, this doth not agree with rhat light 
of Reaſon, and Underſtanding, which God hath gi. 
ven me to walke by, nor that Chriſtian experience 
which I have gained underthe Croffe. | 

Firſt, Thar for the vice or abuſe of any thing,' rhe 
right and lawfull uſe thereof, or execution of the of- 
fice, ſhould be aboliſhed and taken away, or that for 
the preſent particular offences of ſome, rhe innocent 
poſterity ſhall ſuffer ; For I am not convinced'inmy 
conſcience of the unlawfulnefle of rhe Office of a Bi- 
| ſhop, andam perſwaded that there have beene many 
of them godly and zealous Martyrs for the Truth, 
and many of them remaine ſtill godly and religious 
proteſtants. . TBS - 

Secondly, Though time of proſperity hath mage 
ſome of them guilty of foule offences, and it may 
be with the children of 7frael, they have not wor- 
ſhipped the true God as they ought, and have incli- 
nedto Idolatry, and thereby juſtly provoked the Al- 
mighty to wrath and indignation againſt them : Yet 
I am peiſwaded, that for the very execution of their 
Office, and the Ecclefiaſticall lawes, for the unitic 
and peace of the Church, they ſuffer inſtrumenrally 
by divers ill affeQed ro Government, or by ſuch as 
have beene puniſhed by them for doing contrary 
thereunto, And iifthe like proceedings may be ſuffe= 
red againſt all Judges and other exccutioners of the 
lawesof the Kingdome, there ſhall be no ſecure ex- 
ecution'of rhe law againſt offtenders,and.ſo wee thall 


live 
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live lawlefle,and let inall manner of Diſorder, and 
Vice, Murther, Rapine, and the like, Thoſe Biſhops 
rather ( under correQion ) that have done contrary to 
the law, are to be puniſhed by the law, on due and 
true proofes,and not according to your wils. 

Thirdly, Becauſe that which is or ſeemes to bee a 
prejudice now, may in Gods good time prove a great 
benefit, Wee many times earneſtly pray for thoſe | 
things which. afterwards we heartily give God 
thanks for not granting our requeſts, And this hath 
many times beene for the removall of our preſent 
afflictions. I am confidenr, if there were good care 
taken ( as there may be) that good men may be mide 
Biſhops, we ſhall never repent of their lawfull Office 
or place, for greatneſſe with goodnefle will much ad- 
vance the cauſe and welfare of the Church and 
Common: wealth, and farther, I know it is poſible 
for ſome inferiours to exceut2 the Law and the Gol- 
pell likewiſc,in a farre more imperious and Tyranni- 
call way then ſome Supcriours have done. 

Fourthly, that though there bee: Obſtacles and 
Mountaincs in the way, and the ſuppoled enemies of 
Gods Church and Children, yer as I 2m a Chriſtiin 
] dare not judge them, or curſe them as miny doe, 
or uſe any'unlawfull meanes to remove them, (orun- 
der the pretence of pulling downe one Babel to {cr 
up another:) What David did by way of prediction, 
as he was a King and Prophet, agaialt the inveterarc 
and incurable enemies of the Church of God,]I as an 
ordinary Chriſtian ought not to doe; I may live per- 
adventure to ſee my enemics deſert upon them, 
which I may not defire to ſee, 

I am to judge charitably of the ations and inten- 
tions of my Governours,what I thinke peradventure 

| | ig 
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is for my hurt, may be intended,or at leaſtwiſe tur- 
ned to my good, I muſt walk by the Rule of Gods 
Word,and tollow the examples and precepts of my 
Swiour, To pray for them that hare mee, and ro 
do'good rothem that perſecure me, And not for- 
cet to pray for all that are in authority , that I may 
live a godly life under them in all peace and quiet- 
nefle, Why may I not ſuſpect, that this long en- 
zoyment of rhe Goſpel in peace and plenty hath 
produced evill cftedts in mee aſwell as in my 
Governours ? But be my Governours what they 
will I havelearned to obey all their lawfull-com- 
mands , and thanke God that I may live under 1o 
happy a command ; If they command meto do no 
otherwiſe then what is juſt and right, I muſt 2ad 
will willingly doit. Neither dare 1 negle& my du- 
ty to them , though they forget theirs to mee : For 
their offences and neglects to mee ſhall nor excuſe 
me to God nor them, for my offences and not per- 
formances of mine to cither of them. 

Fifthly, I dare not but look at the hand of God, 
and not at the inſtrument only of my affliions, 
I know nothing can come to paſſe but by his per- 
miſfion.T am aſlured that fin is the prime cauſe of 
all my ſufferings, and I feare that ingratitude in 
not being thankfull, and walking worthy of thoſe 
oreat mercies received, hath been a principall cauſe 
why God hath ſhut up the hearts of ſome of our 
Governours at this preſent, as is much feared. 

Sixthly, I know God will corre. his children 
for their ſinnes, and in the execution of his judge- 
ments on the World hee will beginne at his owne 
houſe, cither to work out ſin, or to worke in grace, 
or to make that Grace more manifeſt which is al- 

Tl. B ——_ ready 
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ready wrought, I know that the end of Gods cor- 
rection is Reformztion, till then, if ſmaller afflici- 
ons will not prevaile greater ſhall, if not one kinJe 
then an other, if the ſword of our enemics doe 
not, the {words peradyenture of our own amoneſt 
our ſelves ſhall, if notthey, peradyenture the Pe- 
ſtilence, or the Famine,or ſome other ſhall, Sundry 
of which ſomerimes come together , to let the 
World know, that our afflitions come not amme- 
diate from any one ſecondary and inſtrumentall 
cauſe, but that it is from the will and pleaſure of 
the Almighty ſo to order and to diſpoſe it, who 
will nottake off his judgments as the effeAs,till uur 
{ins as the cauſes be removed. 

Seventhly , I dare not uſe any unlawfull means 
to eaſe my affliction, I know no better way then by 
Humiliation and Prayer to God fer a fight of 
thoſe fins whereby I have provoked him to wrath, 
and for grace, and true repentance for the ſame, 
and Remiffion by the merits of my Saviour Jeſus 


Chriſt ; And then to apply my ſelfe wirh all dil:. - 


genceto all lawfull means to remove them , yet TI 
am not to put too much confidencein them.I could 
never yct find any benefit by impatience under the 
hand of the Almighty, I have found more affliti- 
ons procured thereby, and I am aflured that the 
Church and Children of God neverloſt by patient 
ſuffering. 

Eighthly, As I know that Gods Decree in his 
determination of judgments ſhalbe fulfill'd,ſo I am 
confidently aſſured, thatwhen the time of his deli- 
verance is come, all the power and ſubtilty of the 
Devill and his inſtruments, as they ſhall go no fur- 
ther then he hath limited them, ſo they _ rae 
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hinder him from takiag off his Rod when he plea- 
ſeth, For he is able to bring his will to paſle by 
means, without means,and contrary to means, Ra- 
ther then his children ſhall not have their due re- 
licfe, The Sea ſhall part, the Earth ſhall open and 
ſwallow up their adverſaries, or fire ſhall come 
downe from Heaven and deſtroy them. And this 
may comfort Chriſtians,that God reignes andrules 
as King in Heaven,the cauſe of his Church &Chil- 
dren is his,8 he beholds8 governs the inhabirants 
of the carth, he hath the hearts of all in bis hand, 
he can turn them or overturne them when he plez- 
{cth forthe good of his, When our wayes pleaſe 
him, He canmake our enemies be at peace with us, 
& the ſame hand to healc us that hath wounded us, 
It is he only that can make men to be of ene hearr, 
and one mind, and to make all things to worke to- 
gether for the beſt of them that love him. 

To conclude, I hope by this time you have re- 
ceived full ſatisfaRion, why I have refuſed to ſub- 
ſcribe, yet let me aſſure you that if the Parliament 
ſhall thinke fit for to alter that Government, I dare 
not;'in conſcience, and duty ro the Proteftation, 
refuſe to be-governed by it. 

Be confident, that not only my Prayers, but my 
true endevours have becne, and' by Gods Grace 
ſhall continue, for Reformation. I know God hath 
ſuffered many of his deare Saints and Children to 
fall into great arid hainous finnes and offences, yet 
when he hath duly chaſtiſed themyafter tru& repen- 
tance he hath made them greater inſtruments of his 
Glory, and the good of hts:Church, then in for- 


mer times they were, 
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f maſt expe for this, aſwell as the reſt of my 
endevours for Truth and Peace, your uſuall jeeres, 
ſcoffs, and cenſures of reprobation and the like, 
but my comfort is, that God knoweth who are 
his, and who are the true Friends and Enemies of 
the Church and Stare, and that I have ſyncerely 
diſcharged my conſcience,according to that weake 
talent I have received, in obedience to the Prote- 
ſtation, for the good of both. 

If therefore you ſhall remaine ſtill my adverſaries 
for ſo doing, peradventure ] may for a while lon- 
ger ſuffcr, yetit ſhall comfort megthat it is for wel- 
doing, Whereas when you ſhall ſuffer as evill do- 
ers, you may ( without timely repentance )everla- 
ſingly periſh in the gain-ſayings of Core, For 
though hand joyne hand in hand, God will not 
{uffer the wicked to goe unpuniſhed. If you find 
any Materiall errour herein informe and conyince 
me thereof, and I doe aſſure you on the Faith of a 
true Proteſtant, I wilt endevour Reformation, the 
Iike I commend unto you hereby, and expe the 
ſame from you as a triall of your profeſsion,which 
T ſhall plainly. diſcover if wilfully you continue 
and perſiſt ina knowne errour, and ſo I bid: you 
Farewell,

The Primary and Antecedent cauſe of all theſe 
Diſunions-and; DisjunCions , are moſt certainly

The Secondary , Inſtrumental), and Conjun& 
cauſes, are the Malicious and Seditious practices 
of the Jeſuited Papiſts, and the Schiſmaricall, fa- 
Rious, and ſiniſter endeyours alſo, of others, and 
their adherents likewiſe; both of them being made 
the Hereticall inſtruments of the Devill, unnatu- 
rally to Divide and Rent, the Head from the Bo- 
dy, or the Body from the Head, that he might the 
better rule and prevaile againſt both , and the 
Truth, Peace, and Proſperity of our Church and 
Common-weal. 

Iam not ignorant that many good Patriots and 
' Nehemiahs , true Friends to the Church and 
State,are ſcandalouſly branded with thoſe names, 
but I feare that ſome ſeeme to be when they are 
not, and it is one thing to be falſly called ſo , and 


"another thing to be ſo really indeed : For ſuch 


certainly thereare, whom God in his good time 
will make manifeſt, who unlawfully goe about to 
ſever them whom God hath joyned together, 
to divide and rent the Truth and Peace of the 
Church and State. Theſe indeed ( according to 
Saint Paxl in the Galathians) trouble, and intend to 
pervert the Goſpel : Bur ( ſaith he) though thar 
an Angell from Heaven preach unto you otner- 
wiſe then the Truth, Let him be accurſed. 

The ſignes of this Diſeaſe have been fufficient-

-effeas, theſe gaping woumts,both in Church and 
Stare, pittic their beholders and friends to ſee 
them. The Prognoſticks are of great danger, and 
threaten the ſibverſton and diflolution of the 
whole Bodie, and this may juſtly be feared, if the 
complication of this Diſeaſe bee well weighed 
with the manifold and malignant Symptomes 
wherewith the Body linguiſhed before; this 
tends to the very expiration of the animall and 
vitall ſpirits,the life itſelte; And that which makes 
the Omen worlſe,is,that Inſtruments for Cure are 
Not only neglected, but deſpiſed. 

This treble cord of Unity, to which our Ship 
was faſtned in thoſe ſtormes, is cracked, and ſhip- 
wracke feared z Our partition Wall is broken 
downe, or at leaſtwiſe uncxmented, and readieto 
fall, whereby we are expoſed aſwell to Forraigne 
as inteſtine miſchiefes, This divide and ſcatrer, 
if it be not prevented, will be no ſmall curle to 
Jacob and Iſrael: and our Saviour ( if we will be- 
lieve him) tels us, that the iflue of a Kingdome 
divided againſt it ſelfe will be deſtruction.
